TV Tape Recording. A progress report 
on RCA’s TV tape-recording system first 
demonstrated in December 1953 (see PP 
February 1954, page 120) was issued at 
the 1956 convention of the Institute of 
Radio Engineers in New York last March 
It was disclosed that it is now possible 
to record on magnetic tape and rebroad 
cast over standard commercial telecast 
facilities the complete video and audio 
record with up to 15 minutes of program- 
ming on a single 20-inch tape reel. The 
tape speed has been decreased from 30 
feet per second to 20, and the half-inch 
wide tape now carries seven signals in- 
stead of five as originally designed—one 
track each for the red, green, and blue 
components of the video image, a fourth 
for the high frequency components of the 
color signal, a fifth track to synchronize 
the elements of the picture, and a sixth 
and seventh containing the sound portion 
of the telecast, Another new feature is an 
automatic tape-speed regulation system 
to eliminate irregularities that might 
make the picture jump on the viewing 
screen during playback.

HOW THE COLOR REVOLUTION 
SHAPES UP 


This article on the exciting new color-printing ma- 
terial brings into sharp focus the revolution to come 
in color photography. The advent of Type C printing 
paper in conjunction with the new universal Koda 
color points up the possibility that the negative-posi- 
tive process will eventually supplant reversal films 
and their now popular transparency color slides. 

The demand for high-quality color prints has al 
ways been strong, and the photographer's desire to 
control the color process in the darkroom as he 1s abl 
to do with black-and-white, may now combine to 
change the whole course of color photography as we 
know it. 

The color negative has the two-fold virtue of work 
ing equally well with both black-and-white and color- 
printing materials. But, mainly, it places in the 
hands of the photographer the means for controlling 
the process sufficiently to enable him to produce color 
prints conforming more closely to his creative in 
tentions. 

The trend to color printing in the home darkroom 
is also being aided and abetted by new developments 
in the positive-to-positive color-print field. Kodak’s 
new Type R paper, announced with Type C, permits 
prints to be made from slide transparencies; and of 
considerable interest is Ansco’s announcement of a 
new improved Printon for home and laboratory 
print-making to be released later this year. It fea 
tures cleaner whites and much better color satura 
tion than the old type. 

Although the materials now at hand are not per- 
fect, the possibilities are great, the promise for the 
future enormous.—ED.

connected to the camera's film-advance 
mechanism so that the advance can be 
made with either the regular lever or the 
Leicavit, at the convenience of the pho 
tographer 

The first camera in this special series 
was a chrome job made for Eisenstaedt 
who makes most of his pictures in vertical 
format. He was especially anxious to ha 
the convenience of the Leicavit atta sh 
ment, which does not come on the regular 
M-3 model and which had made his 3-F 
Leica very useful. His special camera had 
the standard self-timer and the conven- 
tional film-advance lever operating from 
a 90-degree position 

At Christmas time, 1955, Duncan, who 
had stopped at the Leitz plant in Wetzlar 
on the way back from a LIFE assignment 
in Afghanistan, dropped in to the New 
York Office of PopuLaAR PHOTOGRAPHY 
where we glimpsed and photographed the 
first of four black special M-3’s which 
had been made for him This camera Was 
appropriately numbered M3D-1 (“D” for 
Duncan) Incidentally, Alfred Eisen 
staedt’s second special M-3 is exactly the 
ame, but finished in chrome and num 
bered M3E-1 in recognition of his con 
tribution to this development. After Dun 
can fourth M3D, the pecial erie will 
be labeled M3P (“P” for Press) 

In a sense this recognition by the Leitz 
organization of the special needs of the 
professional field worker is a reflection of 
the fact that the 35-mm camera has come 
of age as an indispensable professional 
tool. A number of individuals co-operated 
with Duncan in making a practical reality 
of his dream camera. First, Mr. Alfred 
Boch, Vice President of E. Leitz, Inc., New 
York, has worked closely with Eisen 
taedt, Duncan, and other professional 
photographers and has conveyed to the 
management of the German firm the sug 
estions and special requirements of the 
professional photographers in the United 
States. Dr. Ludwig Leitz, head of re- 
earch and development of the German 
firm, spent some six weeks in this coun 
try in 1955 studying the special needs of 
this market. After delivering the first 
special camera of this type to Eisenstaedt 
in 1955, Dr. Leitz reviewed with Duncan 
in Wetzlar all of the characteristics which 
would make the camera even more suit 
able for the type of work which he does 
In accordance with Dr. Leitz’ promise, the 
special M-3 was made for Duncan and 
delivered to him the following month 
The individual responsible for working 
out the details was Dr. Stein of Wetzlar’s 
research division. In co-operation with 
Duncan he sifted the practical from the 
visionary and translated Duncan’s spe- 
cific needs into a product in being 

Obviously, there will never be a univer 
sal camera or even a universal line of 
cameras meeting the tastes and individual 
requirements of all photographers. The 
special new Leica M3P will be important 
to a segment of professional workers in 
that it has raised the common denom 
inators of operating convenience and 
speed without detracting in any way from 
ruggedness. But, Duncan prefers a black 
camera finish, and Eisenstaedt chrome 
Slim Arons uses his special press model 
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of the M-3 Leica M3P with lenses 
equipped with a special triangular focus 
ing flange; Duncan with an oversize round 
one—and with many makes of lenses that 
conform to his taste. On the other hand, 
Eisenstaedt and Henri Cartier-Bresson 
and Arons as well are confirmed devotee 
of Leitz lenses to the exclusion of all 
others 

No price has been established as yet for 
the special press M-3, but there is no 
doubt that it will cost considerably more 
than the regular M-3. However, when the 
Leica M3P production line starts trickling 
through the Customs barrier by the end 
of this year, it is almost a foregone con 
clusion that the entire production run will 
be snapped up shortly after the last unit 
leaves the factory, for the camera will be 
a prized collectors’ item for every camera 
buff who follows in the footsteps of the 
glamorous professional worker. Hats off 
to Leitz for this tribute to the “pro” and 
for their confidence in their devoted am 
ateur following.—Norman C. Lipton 





Technical Data on the 
Cover Picture 

Helen C. Manzer, New York City, made 
this portrait of a Tarascan Indian in Mex 
ico on Daylight Kodachrome with a Leica 
M3. She used a 135-mm Leitz Hektor 
{/4.5 lens, exposing at {/6.3 at 1/10 second 
in daylight. Miss Manzer, an amateur 
who has been interested in photography 
for the past 15 years, is a noted exhibitor 
and has studied the Tarascan Indians for 
the last seven years, winning their confi 
dence and co operation 

The versatility required of a good art 
director is strikingly illustrated by thi 
shot of Irene Charles, art director at a 
New York advertising agency. When the 
model failed to show up for the assign 
ment, Miss Charles donned the bathing 
uit, proving an able substitute. This pic 
ture was made at Fire Island by John 
Morrin on Daylight Ektachrome with a 
Rolleiflex equipped with a 75-mm Zeiss 
Tessar {/3.5 lens. The exposure was f/11 
at 1/50 second 

Special permission was obtained by 
Major Eugene R. Manfrin of the 4602nd 
Air Intelligence Service Squadron to 
photograph the strangely festive beauty 
of an air drop. This was part of a train 
ing jump at Colorado Spring Colo., 
which men of the unit were required to 
make to qualify for jump status. He used 
a tetina Ia with a 50-mm Xenar {/3.5 
lens. The exposure, on Daylight Koda 
chrome, was {/10.5 at 1/50 second. Major 
Manfrin learned photography as a hobby 
while stationed in Honolulu in 1936

row field angles. A 300-mm lens on a 
4x5 press camera gives twice the angular 
field of a 300-mm lens on a 24x24 single- 
lens reflex, and this lens in turn gives 
almost twice as much coverage as a 300- 
mm lens on a miniature. Frequently we 
find that too much focal length is a more 
serious limitation than too little focal 
length 

A few years ago this was brought forc- 
ibly to mind while covering a baseball 
game from the first-base line. With a 300 
mm lens on a 35 from our fixed position 
we could get part of the first baseman or 
part of the base runner, but not both 
Then we looked at the groundglass of our 
Graphic, which was then equipped with a 
360-mm tele lens, and we saw both play 
ers, intact, the first-base coach, and lots 
of real estate all around. The 20 percent 
longer 360-mm lens was giving us an 
image that much larger, plus slightly 
more than three times as much subject 
matter. To get the same angle of view 
on the miniature we would have had to 
use an 85- or 90-mm medium-long-focus 
lens and sacrificed 70 per cent of our 
image size. If this be treason, make the 
most of it!
